An arson case of nearly equal im­ 
portance 
to that 
in McSherrystown 
last year ha* developed here with the 
arrest of Harvey 
W. 
Snyder arni 
George D. Snyder charged with burn­ 
ing the barra of Arthur Shield* and 
their own grandfather, Alexander Col­ 
lin*. 
Harvey, who is seventeen years old, 
baa confessed that he fired the two 
barns because George, aged nineteen, 
dared him to do it and because he was 
“tired of living out tfiere” and thought 
he “would scare father ars! mother so 
that they would move.” 
Both boys are confined in the county 
jail. 
The first evidence of incendiarism in 
that section of the county, two miles 
south of Gettysburg along the W heat­ 
field rom!, cropped out at 2 o’clock last 
Monday morning when the barn of Ar­ 
thur Shields was burned to the ground 
The belief of Mr. Shields that 
hi- 
burn had been set on fire by incendiar­ 
ies was further sulistantiated when a 
subsequent blaze broke out in the 
Alexander Collins 
structure the 
fol­ 
lowing Wednesday night at 10:40 o’­ 
clock . The Collins bam is only a short

from 
the 
one owned 
by 
Shields. 
KITorts of the incendiaries were in 
vain W'ednesday night, however, 
for 
I>*wis Snyder 
managed to extinguish 
the flames before 
they 
gained head­ 
way. 
After each of these mysterious fires 
Snyder consulted the local state troop­ 
ers who began to make un investigsi 
lion. 
Late Saturday afternoon Ser­ 
geant Joseph Merrifield had just fin­ 
ished talking to Snyder when he 
re­ 
ceived word that the ham of Alexan­ 
der Collins was burning again. 
Fire had broken out in the structure 
a t 4:10 o’clock 
and destroyed it in a 
very few' minutes. 
After making another trip of inves­ 
tigation to the Collins farm Sergeant 
Merrifield and Private Mile* Albright 
on Sunday morning arrested Harvey 
Snyder, son of Lewis Snyder, ami took 
him to the jail 
here. 
At first the 
youth denied any knowledge of the ori­ 
gin of the fires 
but eventually 
con­ 
fessed everything 
when told that 
he 
had been seen running away from the 
barn Saturday afternoon five minutes 
before the flames broke out.

troopers and 
District Attorney

mond Topper, young Harvey made 
a 
number of startling revelations. 
“I was tired of living out there and 
I thought 
I’d scare my father and 
mother into moving if I’d burn down

TREADWAY GUILTY 
IN SECOND DEGREE 


Jury Surprises Audience After 
Deliberating About Three 
Hours. 


Philadelphia, March 
21—Peter D. 
Treadway was convicted of murder in 
the second degree late Saturday afte r­ 
noon by a jury in 
Judge Audenrie<fs 
Court, after -his sensational trial for 
complicity in the m urder of Henry T . 
Peirce, who was 
brutally beaten 
to 
death in his room over his office last 
November. 
The verdict is regarded as a victory 
for the defense 
in the famous case. 
Immediately after the jury hail 
an­ 
nounced 
its decision, 
A ttorney 
C. 
S tuart 
Patterson, Treadway’s 
coun­ 
sel, announced 
that his client 
would 
accept the verdict and would make no 
motion 
for a 
new trial. 
Judge Au- 
denried said he would sentence Tread­ 
way on Monday. 
The verdict came as a shock to As­ 
sistant District Attorney Speiaer, who 
had prosecuted the case and was a dis­ 
tinct surprise 
to the spectators who 
packed the Courtroom, No. 453 City 
Hall, who had expected a first degree 
verdict. 
Jury Out Three Hours 
Evidently, 
however, 
the 
jurymen 
reached their decision as a compromise 
some of them believing 
Treadway’s 
story that, although he hail been pres­ 
ent at the m urder of Peirce, he hail no 
actual hand in the killing and had not 
been a party to any plot to m urder 
Peirce. 
The jury was out nearly three and 
a half hours, during which time the 
Court convened twice to hoar the ver­ 
dict, but had to be dismissed once 
when it was stated th at the jurymen 
hail not agreed. This long delay meant 
only one thing—th at some of the jury 
had doubts as to Treadway’s complete 
guilt, believing his companions were 
more guilty than he.
